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A page retrieval method for entering non-standard URL 
addresses into a WWW browser URL entry field. 
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A server system for converting input information provided to 
it into a WWW site address. 
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A software unit adding at least one functionality to a user 
interface of a www browser. 
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A page retieval method where the WWW browser entry field
